1. ALTER TALKING WITH UPU AUTHORITIES BERN, SVN AMBASSADOR VAN 
LOI DOUBTS THAT UNDER PROCEDURES SET FORTH ART. 3 UPU CONVENTION 
PRG, HANOI OR GRUNK CAN REALISTICALLY BE EXPECTED SEEK MEMBERSHIP. 
HOWEVER, RECOGNIZING THAT CHALLENGES TO SVN AND KHMER LIKELY IN 
CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE OR ELSEWHERE, VAN LOI EXPECTS ATTEND CONGRESS 
AS NECESSARY. KHMER AMBASSODOR SO SATTA ALSO TOLD POL. COUNSELOR 
HE INTENDS VISIT UPU HEADQUARTERS BERN POR BRIEPING SHORTLY AND THAT 
HE, TOO, PLANS ATTEND CONGRESS. 

2. WITHOUT HAVING CONPERENCE AGENDA OR CLEAR IDEA HOW EVENTS AT 
CONGRESS WOULD UNPOLD, NEITHER AMBASSADOR COULD ESTIMATE WITH ANY 
PRECISION WHEN AND IN WHAT PASHION CHALLENGES TO THEIR GOVERNMENTS 
MIGHT OCCUR. BOTH EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THEY WOULD CONTINUE MAINTAIN, 
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
